Toward morning she opened 
the hat box she had snatched 
up in her home before running 
to the lake, and which she had 


cafefully held up above the 
water all the night. It was 
emnty — nothine but a box 


which she thought had con- 
tained her wedding bonnet! 
Such is panic, 

After the fire came the gi- 
gantic job of reestablishing 
property lines, as all deeds 
and records had been burned. 
Committees were appointed to 
consider claims and set bound- 
aries, and did a pretty fair 
job. But many property own- 
ers developed exaggerated no- 
tions of the size of their hold- 
ings. 

So as lines were redrawn 
from the center of the city 
outward, lots and farms were 
moved further and further 
away from their or‘-inal sites. 

That resulted in Mrs. Flick's 
family farm eventually being 
relocated at Dearborn. Clark, 
and Division Sts, several 
blocks a and west of the 
original lakeshore tion.
